- 460  - are  30  more  than  the  figure  for  1946. 

The  Infantile  Mortality  Rate  of  30,43  per  1,000  live  births 
is  very  much  lower  than  that  for  the  last  year  (44,2)  and  lower 
than  the  rate  for  the  country  as  a whole  (41,00)  The  148  Smaller 
Towns  is  36,0 

The  deaths  are  11  less  than  in  1946  and  as  last  year  over  one- 
third  of  tho  deaths  occurred  in  persons  of  75  years  and  upwards. 

There  was  1 loss  child  born  to  unmarried  mothers  (18  in  1946) 
and  one  only  died  before  reaching  the  age  of  1 year.  Three  such 
illegitimate  children  died  In  1946.

Notifiable  and  other  Special 

Diseases : 

Acute  Poliomyelitis : 

There  was  a widely  scattered  Incidence 
of  this  disease  throughout  the  country,  but  only  one  case 
occurred  locally. 

Diphtheria : 

The  local  Incidence  has  been  slight,  only 
two  cases  being  notified  all  of  which  made  good  recoveries.  The 
number  of  notifications  corresponds  with  that  for  last  year  and 
the  very  low  incidence  during  the  two  years  In  question  is  un- 
doubtedly a direct  result  of  the  active  immunisation  campaign 
which  has  been  carried  on  since  1941,  both  locally  and  nationally. 


Measloss 


There  has  been  an  Increase  in  the  number 
of  cases  from  52  in  1946  to  118  for  the  year  under  report. 


Scarlet  Fever: 


21  cases  were  notified, 
almost  the  same  as  that  for  1946  - (25)

Scabies : 

26  cases  (10  cases  in  1946)  were  notified. 
Soap,  ointment,  lotions,  etc.,  were  supplied  by  the  Health  Depart- 
ment and  a cleansing  centre  was  available  at  the  Council  Offices. 
All  cases  were  examined  by  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  who 
directed  treatment  and  gave  a certificate  when  cured.  The  Scabies 
Order,  1941,  ceased  to  operate  on  31st  December,  1947,  and  for 
dealing  with  vorminous  conditions  reliance  must  now  be  placed  on 
the  normal  Statutory  powers  as  contained  In  the  Public  Health  Acts. 
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Tuberculosis ; 

There  has  been  a considerable  increase  in  the 
number  of  notifications  during  the  year  under  report  when  25  cases 
were  notified  and  there  were  10  deaths.  During  1946  there  were 
16  notifications  and  4 deaths. 

Whooping  Cough: 

The  incidence  of  this  disease  has  been  slight, 
26  cases  being  notified  and  compared  well  with  the  25  notifications 
in  1946 , 

Cancer : 

Forty  deaths  occurred  from  this  cause.

MATERNITY  & CHILD  WELFARE  SERVICES : 


The  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Services  continue  to 
flourish  and  the  success  of  this  service  is  reflected  in  the 
vital  statistics  and  in  particular  the  low  figure  for  infant 
mortality  i3  very  encouraging 

Ante-Natal  and  Post-Natal  Clinics: 

These  Clinics  are  attended  by  a rota  of  four  General 
Practitioners  who  can  in  case  of  necessity  refer  cases  to  the 
Consultant  Obstetrician  for  advice  and  treatment. 

Mr,  Malkin,  F,R,C,S.,  has  carried  out  the  duties  of  Consult- 
ant Obstetrician  for  this  district.  The  midwives  for  the  area 
are  provided  by  the  Nottinghamshire  County  Council. 

A scheme  was  evolved  during  the  year  for  the  care  of  the 
unmarried  mother  but  there  was  no  occasion  to  use  it. 

The  Ante-natal  and  Post-natal  Service  functioned  smoothly 
and  satisfactorily  during  the  year  under  review.

The  Child  Welfare  Service  functioned  satisfactorily  during 
the  year  and  the  work  of  your  Health  Visitors  is  reflected  in  the 
increased  number  of  home  visits  and  attendances  at  Clinics, 

Your  Medical  Officer  of  Health  was  the  Medical  Officer  in 
charge  of  the  Clinics  and  also  for  diphtheria  immunisation. 

The  Consultant  Staff  of  the  Nottingham  Children's  Hospital, 

Nottingham  and  North  Midland  Eye  Infirmary  and  the  Cripples  Guild 
were  utilised  as  specialists  during  the  year  and  the  scheme  has 
worked  admirably.

Supply  of  Welfare  Foods  and  Vitamins: 

Welfare  foods  are  supplied  at  all  the  Child  Welfare 
Clinics  and  also  vitamins  are  available  and  distributed  for 
the  Ministry  of  Food  at  these  clinics.  The  supply  of  vitamins 
is  very  encouraging  and  the  Ministry  of  Food  reports  show  that 
the  district  Is  usually  second  for  the  supply  of  orange  juice 
and  cod  liver  oil  for  the  whole  of  the  County  and  fourth  for  the 
supply  of  vitamin  capsules.

Nursing  in  the  Home. 

Arnold,  Woodthorpe  and  Daybrook  District  Nursihg  Association 
maintains  3 District  Nurses  who  carry  out  the  general  nursing  in 
the  area. 
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Infectious  Disease  and  Hospital  Accommodation: 

During  the  year  the  Infectious  Disease  Hospital  maintained 
by  the  South  Notts.  Joint  Hospital  Board  at  Debdale  Hall,  Nr. 
Mansfield,  was  alosed  on  account  of  difficulty  of  obtaining  staff. 

All  cases  of  infectious  disease  requiring  hospital  treatment 
now  have  to  be  sent  to  Isolation  Hospitals  owned  by  other 
authorities  which  are  able  and  willing  to  receive  them.  Whilst 
this  arrangement  has  worked  reasonably  well,  extreme  difficulty  has 
been  experienced  in  one  or  two  instances  in  obtaining  accommodation, 
and  should  an  epidemic  occur  there  is  no  doubt  that  the  position 
would  be  very  serious. 


SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA 

Water  Supply. 

The  district  is  supplied  from  Nottingham  Corporation  mains, 
and  is  satisfactory  in  quantity  and  quality  and  samples  are  regularly 
taken  by  the  Nottingham  Corporation  Water  Department.  The  water  has 
no  plumbo-solvent  action. 

All  houses  in  the  district  - apart  from  a very  few  habitations 
of  a temprary  character  - have  a mains  supply  laid  on. 

There  are  wells  in  the  district  but  these  are  used  by 
business  firms  for  commercial  purposes  only. 

Sewerage : 

Whilst  the  water  carraige  system  prevails  throughout  the 
major  portion  of  the  district  there  are  a few  houses  in  the  more 
distant  parts  of  the  area  drained  to  cesspools. 

Waste  Water  Closets  ; 

There  are  approximately  160  houses  in  the  district  which  use 
this  method  of  disposal  which  is  insanitary  and  a source  of  complaint 
by  the  users.  It  is  hoped  that  this  method  of  disposal  will  be 
discarded  in  the  near  future. 

House  Refuse: 

Regular  collections  are  made  of  house  refuse,  which  is 
disposed  by  a system  of  "controlled  tipping", 

Weekly  collections  of  dry  refuse  were  carried  out  during  the  year 
with  the  exception  of  February,  when  the  heavy  snowfall  reduced^ 
collections  to  a 10  day  interval. 

Controlled  Tipi 

More  intensive  soiling  of  the  Tip  was  carried  out  as  material 
became  more  available  with  resumption  of  building. 

The  Tip  was  treated  with  Gammexane  Powder  for  Cricket  infestation. 
This  was  chiefly  in  the  Spring  and  Autumn  and  also  daily  dusting  of 
the  new  face.
